gency exits were jammed with the mob 
fighting to get out, and individual 
fights immediately started in the 
street. 

Irvine got a few 
cuts on the head, and a number of 
“reds” whose named *could hot be as¬ 
certained were taken %d me with cuts 
and bruises received*in the melee in¬ 
side the hall. The fight "broke out as 
suddenly as a spark exploding a bar¬

the town dispelled the noisy groups. 

Information for assault was sworn 
out against Carl Belik, Pete Popenuik 
and Jack Nakoff, while other arrests 
were spoken of but not confinmed. 
Nakoff, it is reported, tore a long 
piece of wood from the front of the 
stage, which had several nails in the 
end, and was swinging this wildly at 
all who came within reach, till Jimmy 
Anderson took a flying jump at him 
and floored him. 

At the outbreak of the melee, one 
well-known man is reported to have 
taken a head-dive through the win¬ 
dow at the back of the stage, but ne 
eye-witness could verify this. The 
glass and sash were cleaned out, and 
other windows were smashed.

Believe Lindbergh Baby 
Was Slain Immediately 
After The Kidnapping 


Trenton, NJ—Two tremendous, 
blows on the head ended the life of J 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr., the official I 
autopsy by Dr. Charles A. Mitchell,! 
county physician, disclosed. 

The autopsy showed that the skull 
had been fractured on the left side, 
the fracture extending from the top 
to just behind the left ear. The sec¬ 
ond blow was dealt on the right side 
of the head just back of the right ear, 
and left a hole one-half inch in 
diameter. 

It was as if some adult person had 
held the baby tightly in his arms and 
deliberately hammered the head with 
the purpose of causing instant death. 
The diagnosis was: 

"The cause of death is a fractured 
skull, due to external violence." 

Dr. Mitchell’s report confirmed that 
decomposition of the body had pro¬ 
gressed to the point where it could be 
surmised that the child had been kill¬ 
ed almost immediately after the kid-

since it had been buried, although this 
point was not covered definitely. 

Teeth, cranial and other bone for¬ 
mations were given to confirm the 
identification of the child, although 
the autopsy was purely technical and 
Itself did not try to establish identity. 

Dr. Mitchell said there was evi¬ 
dence of a hemorrhage on the inner 
surface of the left side of the skull 
at the point of fracture. This would 
indicate that the blow on the left side 
of the head might have been the one 
that actually caused death. 

The scalp was so badly decomposed 
that it was impossible to find any 
contusions or hemorbagic conditions 
external to the skull. Dr. Mitchell 
added. Thus it was impossible from 
a diagnostic point of view to aid the 
police in the hunt for the actual In¬ 
strument of death. 

The autopsy reports did not specu¬ 
late as to blows and such, but left tha 
diagnosis at “external violence.” 

Physicians usually pronounce such 
fractures, however, as due to blows 
delivered on the bead rather than ac¬ 
cidental fractures.

prices totalling $8,860. Those 
leasee for a term of 10 years are on 
the Restigouche, Kedgwick, Mata- 
pedia and Big Sevogle Riven and 
prices paid are the annual rental 
charges. 

Daylight saving time, com¬ 
mencing in Quebec and Ontario 
provinces May 1, occasioned little 
confusion on Canadian Pacific 
travel.

in his early twenties, he continued his 
education with the aid of a secretary,
